If I have used some call or figure 
that a caller thinks is his very own, I am sorry, but re¬ 
member that every figure given in this book had been shown 
to me, in one form or another, by at least three other 
callers in other sections of the southwest, before I would 
include them. The calls are presented in their original 
form in most cases, but when there were several variations 
of the same figure I nave given the one most universally 
used.

I wish to thank the many callers and old timers of 
Texas and New Mexico who have given me their calls so 
willingly. Also the local press the El Paso Times and the 
Herald Post.

How to Square Demoe 


There is one important thing in square dancing. That is, listen¬ 
ing to the Caller. Most, if not all, of the mistakes made in this typo 
of dancing are made hy those who try to talk and listen at the same 
time, and do not give their full attention to the Caller. 

Now let us square dance. We need four couples. The gents should 
have their partners on their right. Let's all join hands and form a 
ring, in order to get the proper spacing. The couple with their back 
to the music, or the Caller, is the first couple, and the couple op¬ 
posite them across the square is couple three. Together couple one and 
three are the first four. Let's have the first four go forward to the 
center of the square and then back to places. The couple to the right 
of couple one is couple two and opposite them is couple four. Together 
they make the side four. Let's have them go foirward to the center and 
then back to places. The gents ALWAYS keep their partners on their 
right. And remember this, IF A MISTAKE IS MADE IT IS THE FAULT OF 
BOTH THE GENT AND THE LADY. 



You now have your partner on your right. Now look at the lady on 
your left, she is your corner. Please remember this at all times. 
Of course those instructions are just opposite for the ladies, their 
partners being on their left and their corners on their right. Before 
a square is complete each couple takes the lead and dances with every 
couple in the square. Quite often two couples lead at the same time. 
This cuts the dancing time in half. 

The first call of a square usually is. Honor your partner. Done 
with the heels together and a bend at the waist, with a hand over the 
heart and not the stomach, for the gent, and a simple curtsy for the 
lady. This is done facing each other. The next call comes. And the

lady on your left. You repeat the previous actions, only to the lady 
on your left. Now all Join hands and circle to the left. Whoa, turn ij 

back you've done gone wrong, the lady in front and the gent follow on. / 

For this you drop hands and follow your partner back to the original f 

place from which you started. This is your home position and is re- 
fered to as Home. Then comes the next call. On the corner with your 
left hand. You swing your left hand lady, or corner, with your left 

hand in her left hand, around until each of you are facing your part¬ 
ners once more (page 10). Call, Right to your partner and a right and 

left grand. As you turn your corner loose you take your partner’s hand 
and pass on to the girl behind her going to the right of your partner i 

as you pass on. You give the next lady your left hand and pass to the 
left of her to the girl behind her, weaving in and out until you have 
met every girl in the square and once more meet your partner. The 
ladies move in one direction and the gents in another. Call, Meet your 
honey and promenade. You swing your girl aroimd until she is on the 
outside of the square and walk beside her, going counter clock wise ‘ 

around the square. 

You are now ready for the first figure, for what you have been 
doing so far has been only one of four different sections of a square, 
known as the introduction or opening. Remember this, learn what the 
call means and how to do it, from the Glossary. Listen to the Caller, 

And do your dancing as smoothly as possible without hops. The old 
time dances were done very smoothly and we must do them the same if we 
want the respect of the old timers. There is no set rule for the 
Caller to follow in selecting his calls, so expect anything at any 
time. Please remember that this is the way we dance these dances here 
in the southwest, and that no books have been consulted in this work. 

All of the material in this collection having been collected from 
Callers here and in the other sections of the southwest. 

As I stated before, there are four parts of a complete square 
dance figure. As we dance them here they are; First,the introductions 
or openings (pages 16 to 18), Second, the figures (pages 28 to 66) 

Third, trimmings (pages 18 to 26). These are used between each quarter 
of the figure. Fourth, endings (page 27), How well you put these four 
sections together makes the difference between an ordinary figure and 
an effective one. 

For those planning on exibition dancing, or dancing for contests a 
whole volume could be written but here are a few pointers. Dance for ' 

the pleasure of dancing and enjoy it, it will reflect in your dancing. I 

Do not start out with the idea of boating some one or sot, but with 
the idea Of becoming as good as they are. You can always learn some¬ 
thing now, keep your eyes open and your mouth shut. And if you lose a 
contest don't blame the judges, find out what was wrong with your 
dancing. And last of all, in dancing keep your couples evenly distrib¬ 
uted around the square at all times. Have each couple get more or less 
uniform in their actions. Always break your do si dos with the couple 
leading out in the center of the square, this will keep you from wind¬ 
ing up with a couple between you and the next couple to -rtiich you are 
to lead. 


ALL AROUND YOUR LEFT HAND LADY — SEE SAW YOUR PRETTY LITTLE TAW: 
The gent's part is exactly what it says. He goes all around his 
Left Hand Lady, back of her first, and back to his place. As he 
Is going around the lady moves to the center of the square to 
let the gent pass in back of her and as he continues on around 
her she moves back to her place in order to let him pass in front 
of her. In exhibition dancing everyone should move in unision. 

BACK TRACK: This call comes usually during a Right and Left 
Eight or a Once and a Half and sometimes in a Promenade. To Back 
Track you reverse the direction in which you are going. This 
means that both the gent and the lady meet their partner, swing 
half way around, and each go in the opposite direction from which 
they were going. 



BALANCE: The gent takes 
his ladies left hand in 
his right and bows, bend¬ 
ing at the waist, with 
hand over his heart and 
not over his stomach.For 
the ladies it is a simple 
curtsy. 


BREAK AND TRAIL ALONG 
THAT LINE: Drop hands 
and go back the way you 
came, single file,imtil 
you reach your original 
place on the square. 


CHEAT: A playful gesture 
by the lady in which she 
has the chance of either 
swinging or not swinging 
a gent. Note: The near¬ 
er she can come to swing¬ 
ing him and not doing so 
the more fun it is.

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CIRCLE FOUR, SIX or EIGHT: 
A ring formed with two, 
three or four couples. 



CORKER: The lady to the left of the gent. The gent to the right 
of the lady. 

CORKER SWIKG; Corners swing with each other. (See partner swing)

COUPLE: Gent and his lady. The lady should bo to the right of 
the gent. 

DO SI DO: Partners face each other and join loft hands. Swing 
around partners and back to places facing comers. Comers join 
right hands and swing around each other and face partners. This 
action is continued until another call is given such as; One More 
Change And On You Go and Meet Tour Honey And Travel On. DO SI DO 
can be done with any number of couples but it must bo remembered 
that it is done only between PARTKERS and CORKERS. 

DOUBLE DOSE: Called during a Once and a Half and Right and Loft 
Grand. Meet your partners and turn back and meet all of the ladles 
again with the same call you were doing before. One of the calls; 
Corn In The Crib, 1/Vheat In The Sack Meet Your Honey And T\im Right 
Back. 


EIGHT HAKDS CROSSED: One couple 
leads to the couple designated 
in the call and stands directly 
in front of them. The ladies 
join hands with each other. The 
gents join hands in same manner 
with their hands above the hands 
of the ladles. 



FIRST COUPLE: The couple with their back to the music. 


FOLLOW UP: When couple number one has completed their turn with ■ 
•’ couple number three and is leading to couple number four, couple 

nuBiber two loads to couple number three and follows around the 
square. Each couple follows in this manner, 

^ FIRST FOUR: Couples number one and throe. (See page 5 ) 

GRAKD RIGET AKD LEFT: Same as Right and Left Grand. 

HOME: Original place on the square, or the place from idilch you 
started dancing, 

I HOKOR YOUR CORKER: Simple bow from the waist with hand over 

heart and heels together to the lady on the left for the gent, 
A curtsy to the gent on the right for the lady. 


HOKOR YOUR PARTKER: Same as 
Honor Your Comer except that 
it is to your partner. 


* Two ladies chain Four ladies chain 
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LADIES CHAIK: Opposite ladies join right hands in the center of 
the square and then change partners, giving the gents opposite 
them their left hands as they arrive. Ho swings her around and 
puts her on his right, facing her old partner across the square. 
At the call to Chain Right Back,the previous action is repeated. 
Here,, once more, it is the fault of both if a mistake is made,as 
it is just as much the woman's place to reach out smd grab the 
gent if he starts by her, as it is for the gent to grab the lady. 





The call might cone. Two Ladies Chain or Four Ladies Chain. In the 
last case, the four ladies Join right hands in the center of the 
square, as in Right Hands Cross, and move around the inside of the 
square to their opposite gents. The opposite gents meet the ladies 
with left hand extended and swing the ladies around and back once 
more to the center with their right hands crossed. They continue 
on around the square until they meet their partners who take their 
left hands and swing them around to their original place. Note: If 
the gents will put their right hand in their pockets nhe first few 
times they practice this it will keep them from swinging with the 
wrong hand. 

LADY ON THE RIGHT: The next lady to the right after your partner. 

LEFT HAND CROSS: Same as a Right Hand Cross except the left hands 
are Joined together and the moTement of the circle is to the right 
instead of to the left. 


LOCK ARJ{ SYflNG: Swing virith the elbows 

hooked, usually a Once and a Half Swing 
starting with the right arm first and 
alternating with the left. 



NEXT COUPLE OUT: The couple to the right of the couple which led 
last. 

ONCE AND A HALF: Called at any time during a square, sometimes dur¬ 
ing a DO SI DO, Right and Left Grand etc. REMEMBER THAT YOU CONTINUE 
TO GO IN THE DIRECTION YOU YVERE HEADED. A sample call; Meet Your 
Partner Down The Pike, Swing Her Once And A Half, And Treat ’em All 
Alike, On meeting your partner you awing her one complete turn then 
continue on to the next lady, as in a Right and Left Grand, only you 
swing each girl a complete turn. 

ON THE CORNER WITH YOUR LEFT HAND: This is also called Alamand Left. 
Simply swing your left hand lady with a left hand swing and back to 
your places. This is almost always followed by a Right and Left 
Grand or a Once and a Half. 

PARTNER: The lady to the right of the gent and to the left of the 
lady. Called taw, honey, sugar or almost any pot name. 


PARTNER SWING: Swing partner 
almost any way. In the old 
days if a girl liked a gent 
she let him swing her with 
a waist swing. If she did 
not like him she would offer 
him only her hands. Today 
three swings are used and all 
are right. The swing to use 
depends a groat deal on the 
figure being danced. 



Waist swing Two hand swing 



The waist swing is in the conventional ballroom position, with one arm 
around the waist, the other extended to the side. In the two hand 
swing you face each other join hands and turn to the left. Same for 
the right hand swing. 


Pick up two 



PICK UP TWO: This call simply 
means adding another couple to 
the circle. This couple is 
always picked up in front of 
the couple which started that 
Round of the figure and behind 
the last couple picked up. 
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PROUENADEt The oouple stands side 
by side facing the same direction. 
Right and left hemds joined in 
front of them. The right arm of 
the gent under the left eo’m of the 
lady so that she can lean on the 
gent long toward the last of the 
evening. The lady is always on 
the outside of the square during a 
promenade. You circle counter- 
clock wise around the square. 

RIGHT HAND LADY: Lady on the right.

RIGHT AUD LEFT THROUGH: This is one of the hardest things to teach in 
square dancing. One couple advances to the couple to which they eu"e 
leading and* each couple gives their opposite their right hand. They 
pass on through the couple giving their partners their left hands emd 
swing around until they are facing the couple they just passed through. 
The man's partner is on his right. This is for each oouple to do at 
the same time. 



The next call is to Right and Left Back. The action is repeated,plac¬ 
ing both couples back in their original places. Sometimes the call 
will be given. Right and Left Through and On To The Next. In this case 
only that part where the right hand is given to the opposite and you 
pass on through the couple is used. For you are already headed for the 
next oouple. After you have danced this for a few times you do not 
give your right hand to your opposite as this is merely a part of the 
teaching method. 

RIP AND SNORT: This is always started from a circle with all hemds 
joined. Couple number three raises their joined hands, and couple 
number one moves over and under the raised arms, drawing the rest of 
the dancers with them. As couple number one passes under they divide 
the lady going to the right and gent left around the outside of the 
square still drawing the rest of the dancers with them. Couple number 
three wrings the dish rag in order to keep from breaking their holds 
with those adjoining them. Next, couple ninnber four raises their 





hands and the action is repeated that couple number one took until 
each couple in the square has Ripped and Snorted, 



Koto: This call is sometimes used to conclude a figure. The call 
is given in the usual manner until the last couple is reached, then 
the call is given. Last Couple Out, Rip and Snort, Down the Center 
and Swing 'em Short, You Know Where and I Don't Care. Instead of 

dividing and returning around the dquare and back to your places 
the couple leads the balance of the square off the floor. Each gent 
taking the lady that he falls in with as he passes under the bridge. 
Couple four will be together. They are followed by the first gent 
and third lady. They are followed by third gent and first lady and 
the second oouple pivot in their tracks and follow the others off. 
This will throw half of the men on the wrong side of their lady as 
they leave the floor but it is very effective to end and exhibition 
with. 


EIGHT HANDS CROSSED: Gents join 
right hands in the center. The 
ladies do the same. The gent's 
hands should be kept above the 
hands of the ladles. The gents 
partner will be behind him as 
the circle moves to the left.The 
four hands should form a cross. 



RING UP EIGHT, SIX or FOUR: Same as circle eight. (See page 8 ) 


SASH-SHAY: The gent and the lady face each other and then move 
around each other without changing the direction in wdiioh they are 
facing. In other words, they go forward and around the other,pass¬ 
ing back to back, and backing into their places. They should pass 
so that the right shoulders are on the inside first.

SASH-A-WAYj This is almost exactly like sash-shay by your partners two 
except that the couple keep their hands Joined as they change sides. The 
couple should Join hands as for a balance and the gent then swings his 
lady to his left side tuniing her around so that she faces the center of 
the square. This will make her stand close to her partner with her left 
arm crossing her chest. The call is usually followed by re-sash-shay 
and you simply swing the lady back to her original place. 


SIDE FOUE: Couple nuniber two and four. (See page 5 ) 


SPLIT THE RIHG; The couple leading 
goes down the center of the square 
and divides the couple opposite 
them. The lady goes to her loft 
and the gent to the right. They re¬ 
turn to their original places going 
around the outside of the square. 


On the corner with your left 


SWING YOUR CORNER LIKE SWINGIN' ON A GATE 
hand. (See page 10 ) 


SVrrNG YOTJR OPPOSITE ACROSS TEE HALL: This is a call for the gent only, 
but one more the lady has her part to perform, and that is to stand 
still and let the gent come to her. She must not come to meet him. 
Each gent follows the gent on his left, in a small circle inside the 
square, and around to the lady opposite him across the hall, (See page 
29) 



THREAD THE NEEDLE: This is done 
from a Circle Eight by the head 
gent. He drops his comer's hand 
and, pulling the balance of the 
set behind him, goes between the 
fourth couple turning to the 
right as he comes from under the 
bridge,The 'gent of fourth couple 
does not Wring the Dish Rag but 
lets his arms cross over his 
chest. At the same time he 
pivots so that he faces in the 
opposite direction. The leading 
gent once more brings the line 
around and between the fourth 
gent and the third lady and as 
the knot is pulled up to the 
third lady she lets her arms 
cross her chest and faces in the 
same direction as her partner. 
And, so on, until the whole line 
is in the same position with the 
exception of the two on the ends 
of the line. They both turn to¬ 
gether and face the same way as 
the others. The entire line now 
takes a bow. Note: In dancing 

before audiences who were all a- 
round the hall we found that it 
Ytas possible to pull the ends of 
the line on around so as to form 
a circle, making a last bow from 
this position.

INTRODUCTIONS OR OPENINGS 

These calls are used to get the Squares imder way. 


Honor your partner lady by your side 
All join hands and circle wide. 

Turn right back you done gone wrong 
The lady in front and the gent follow on. 

First you whistle then you sing. 

Now all join hands and form a ring. 

Tighten up the bellybands and loosen up the traces 
All join hands and get to your places. 

Honor your partner eind the lady by your side 
All join hands and circle right. 

Swing your partner with all your might 

Treat your corner just the same 

Back to your honey and everybody swing. 

Honor your partner, lady by your side. 

All join hands and circle wide. 

Break and trail along that line 

The lady in front and the gent behind. 

Now you swing yours and I'll swing mine. 

Little bit of heel and a little bit of toe. 

All join hands and away we go. 

Swing that partner by your side. 

All join hands and spread out wide. 

Honor your partner, balance and swing. 

Honor your corner and form a ring. 

Oh the ladies trail in and the gents trail out. 

An we'll all stampede down the middle. 

If you ain't got the tin to dance and shout. 

You must keep up with the fiddle. 

Gents, hang your hats out on a limb, 

This one thing I demand. 

Honor your partners right and left. 

Meet your honeys with a ri^t and left grand. 

Come on boys and form a ring. 

Grab your honey and everybody swing. 

All to your places and straighten up your faces. 


Pick up the tail chain, throw in the sprague 
Whistle at the nipper and watch us rag. 

Honor your partners and corners too. 

And everybody howdy do. 

Ladies to the left and gents to the right 
Meet your honey and hold her tight. 

Honor your partners and corners all. 

Swing your opposites across the hall. 

Treat your comer just the same. 

Home you go and everybody swing. 

Honor your partner, lady by your side. 

All join hands and circle wide 
And do si do on all four sides. 

Up the river and around the bend 
All join hands and we're gone again. 

Honor your partner, the lady by your side 
All join hands and circle wide. 

Forward to the center and back to the bar 
Back in the ring but not too far. 

Forward again and four ladies chain 

And chain right back, swing'em once and a half 

And the four gents chain, and chain right back, 

Honor your partner lady by your side. 

All join hands and circle wide 
Do si do on all four sides. 

Now you're right and now you're wrong 

Swing your opposites with your right 

Corner left and partner right 

Swing your opposites with a two hand swing 

Treat your corner just the same 

Home you go and everybody swing. 

On your heels and on your toes 
Swing your own and tell her so 
All join hands and away we go. 

Lift your feet and set 'em down 
Swing your honey 'round and 'round. 

KVhoop and holler, get hot under the collar. 

Crack that whip jerk the line 

Lets all start dancing and have a good time. 

Call your dogs and grab your g\in 

Lets all start dancing and have some fun. 






Honor your partner, comer address 
Join hands and circle left. 

Honor your partner, lady by your side 
All Join hands and circle wide 
Break and trail along that line 
The lady in front and the gent behind. 

In Indian style 

Stop and swing 'em every little while 
Trail along another mile. 

Stop and swing 'em every little while 
Trail along in Osage style. 

Stop and swing 'em every little idiilo 
Trail along in Indian stylo. 

Stop and swing 'em every little while. 

PROIIENADE 

Promenade eight and promenade all 
Promenade eight to the hole in the wall. 

Right foot up and left foot down 
Tear down the comer as you come around 
And promenade your partner 'round. 

Chicken on a fence and possum on a rail 
Grab your honey and everybody sail. 

Cat in the bam, rat in her mouth 
Grab your honey and head her south. 

lieet your honey, look her in the eye 
Pat her on the head and go on by 
And promenade the next. 

Put your hand on the ladies back 
And promenade the outside track. 

All four gents take your pretty little Janes 
And promenade the winding lane. 

Barb wire fence and a great big gate 
Promenade eight till you get straight. 

Tol'my paw vthen he come to town 

It's a pretty good wagon but it's most broke down 

Now promenade your partner 'round. 

Meet old Sal and meet old Sue 

Now meet that gal with the run down shoe 

And promenade. 


Meet your honey and pat her on the head 
If she don't like biscuit, feed her cornbread 
And promenade, that is what I said. 

Right foot up and left foot down 
Make that big foot Jar the ground 
And promenade your partner 'round, 

A Jay bird lit upon the ground 
A crow hopped up and knocked him down, 

Promenade your partners 'round. 

Grab your honey and promenade 

If she don't like whiskey, feed her lemonade. 

Promenade four, promenade 'round

The way to get the sugar out is to roll the 
gourd around. 

Swing that gal and don't get sore 
How swing that one you're looking for 
And promenade.

Drink from the glass and drink from the keg

One and one are two, and two and two are four 
Iflhen you get right pick up two more. 

As you come around dancing with Joy,

Form that ring like you used to do 
Break that ring and pick up two

Paul Jones 


This is an ice breaker and can be a great deal of fun and a 
big help in starting a dance out right. I have seen it danced 
in two ways. One with a whistle and the other by calls. Both 
are given for you to make your choice. 

For the whistle method,the caller is furnished with a whistle. 
At the first blast of it the ladies in the hall, all of them, 
rush to the center and form a ring. The gents form a ring a- 
round them with joined hands. The ladies face out, the gents 
face in. The ladies go in one direction, the gents in the op¬ 
posite. 

At the next blast of the whistle everyone takes' the nearest 
partner and dances around ■with them. Those not finding part¬ 
ners go to the outside and wait for the next whistle -when the 
■two rings are formed once more. 

If there are more men than there are ladies, the ladies get 
the break, but I have never been to a party where that 'was 
the case. In this dance all of the extra women get to dance 
■with the partners of the other women ■tdiich may or may not be 
a good thing, in my case it isn't. 

This is repeated over and over again without any other change. 

In the call method for a Paul Jones all couples start dancing 
■with the music and the caller gives the directions for the 
changes. 

At the call Paul Jones everyone grabs the nearest new pai^mer, 
and dances ■with them. Those not finding partners go to the 
center of the hall and couple up there. No one should ever 
sit down in this dance, when they do they also throw someone 
else out of the dance. 

Here are some of the calls useds 


Now the ladies on ■the east and the gents on the west, forward 
up the center, don't touch them, go on back. Forward again and 
Paul Jones. 

Gents on the north, ladies on the south, forward to the center 
and right on throu^ and face the wall. Now back up and dance 
with the one you bump. 

Ladies on the inside facing In, gents on the outside facing in 
Gents spread out ■wide, ladies back up and gents weave the bas¬ 
ket, raise their joined hands and loop them over the ladies 
heads. Each gent should stand between two ladies to do this. 
The ladies duck a little to help. Everybody circle right and 
dance ■wi'th the lady on your right. 

Form a big ring and do si do, right and left grand, once and a 
half and back track can also be called. 

Form a ring and wind and ■twine the old grape vine. Some desig¬ 
nated gent drops his comer's hand and cuts back through the 
line ■weaving in and out until the call Paul Jones, 

Form a ring and ■wind'em up. Some designated gent drops his 
corner's hand and keeps circling within the circle making it 
smaller and smaller and then winds back out. 

Dance ■with your original par'tner. 


Join hands and circle left. Everyone forms a big ring. The 
ladies to the rifh'*^ of their gents. The whole circle moves to 
the left. 

Dance with the lady on your left. Everyone dances with their 
comer. Everybody in the hall now has a new par'tner. 

Form two rings. The ladies on the inside looking out and the 
gents on the outside looking in.

Broom Dance 


Another ice hreaker. Especially good •»diere there are a nuinber 
of extras, either ladies or gents. 

Everyone with a partner starts dancing. A broom is furnished 
to one of the extras >diich is either gent or lady, never both. 
The one with the broom pounds it on the floor and drops it; 
Everyone must change partners then. While they are doing so, 
the extras get themselves a partner. The one left without a 
partner must dance with the broom. The new extras then drop 
the broom and try to get partners again. This is lots of 
fun and causes a great big mix up. 


Tucker Waltz 

This is really a combination of a fox trot and a waltz and can 
bo danced with either gents or ladies in the center without 
partners. 

If the gents are in the center the couples are formed in a 
ring around them with the ladies on the outside, (figure 1), 
A waltz is played and all of the couples waltz. When the 
music changes to a fox trot the couples march around the room. 
The extra gents now step to the side and step in front of some 
gent and takes his partner. This gent in turn takes the part¬ 
ner of the man behind him and so on around the ring until a 
waltz is played once more. Those without partners once more 
take the center of the floor. 

When ladies are in the center the circle moves in the opposite 
direction, with the ladies stepping into the line and waiting
